mansion at Upper Alton, inthis State. They 
now claim that the real facts of the case are as 
follows: 

That on May 1, 1855, John Bostwick purchased 
the southwest K of Section 14 of Mark Skinner, 
for the sum of $16,000, or $100 an acre; that he paid 
$2,000 cash, giving bond and mortgrge, payable 
in five years with interest included iu the notes, 
that is to eay, $1,000 a year forfour years, and 
$15,000 in five years. That he had, on the 5th of 
June, 1855, purchased of David Hess the 80 


paid aceording to the terms of a written contract 
then executed and delivered by Hess to Bost- 
wick, It is charged that $500 was paid in cash 
on signing the contract, and a note for 2,500, 
payable in four months, aud bearing interest at 1 
per cent à month, was also delivered; the re- 
maining $21,000 to be paid in instalmests running 
through several years. That said Bostwick took 
immediate possession, fencing and improving 
the said 80 acres. They allege that Bostwick, 
between the 5th of June and the day of his 
death, in September, was offered $24,000 for 
one-half of this 80 acres, and refused, insisting 
that it was then worth $30,000. . 
They further allege that they have discovered 
that on the 17th of November, 1855, one month 
after the settlement with Higham, Downing, 
Cornell, Palmer, Lewis W. Stone, Benjamin F. 
Smith, David Hese, and others, petitioned the 
County Court for letters of administration on 
the estate of John Bostwick ; stating that Bost- 
wick, when living, was a resident of Cook Coun- 
ty; that he had left property consisting of lands; 
that he was indebted to Downing for his bill 
for board; that Downing swore to the truth 
of his petition; that letters of sdministra- 
tion were issued to him, Paul Cornell and Lewis 
W. Stone becoming his sureties. It is furiber 
recited that Downing filed an inventory of the 
real estate owned by Bostwick, including therein 
the 160 acres in Section 14, and the 80 acres in 
Section 3. He also filed a statement that the 
160 acres was subject to an agreement to sell 
one-half the same to Paul Cornell. They de- 
scribed the title of the 80 acres to be an agreement 
upon the part of Hess to sell the same to Bost- 
wick, provided he paid $500 cash, and paid $2,600 
in four months; which 2,600 was not paid, 
Bostwick having died in the interval. Downing 
filed his bill for board for $86.50; Peu Cornell 
a bill for $108.55, and g. 8, Greely for $40, which 
bilis were allowed and ordered to be paid. No men- 
tion is made of any money received from Palmer 
under the alleged sale to him. In March, 1856, 
Downing, ss administrator, petitioned the 
Court, and obtained an order of sale of the real 
estate of Bostwick, to pay debts, alleging in 
said petition that Bostwick had resided in Cook 
County, “and causing it to appear to the Court 
that there were minor heirs of said deceased, 
whose names were unknown, having no legal 
guardian residing in this State.” On the 22d of 
April, 1856, Downing, as administrator, sold the 
interest of Bostwick in the 160 acres for $50, 
to Paul Cornell, and the 80 acres to Ralston B. 
Palmer, for $50. On the 7th of May, the report 
of sales was confirmed by the Court.

opens curious chapter, end shows that 
every year there is about the same number of 
absent-minded people who send letters with- 
out ‘any address, make mistakes in the 
addresses, or violate such plain postal 
rules as make delivery impossible. During 
1871, 15,000 letters were mailed without any di- 
rections, some of them containing coins, and 
others bank notes and various kinds of treasure. 
There were also the usual number of strange 
inclosures—live silk-worms, mice, lizards, and 
tortoises. One eccentric old gentleman wrote 
to the Department complaining of ea Postmaster 
who had declined to carry a live snake. The 
feelings of the naturalist were respected, and as 
it was found that the snake was pet, the ani- 
mal was ordered delivered by a special messen- 
ger. In regard to punctuality and vigilance of 
delivery, the Postmaster General plumes him- 
self somewhat upon the following incident: 

Although the nou-dehvery of letters and other postal 
packets gives rise, as may be supposed, to many com- 
plaints, in some of which, as I have frankly sdmitted, 
the Department is found to be in fault, we have ocea- 
sionally the pleasure of receiving testimony of a very 
Gifferent kind; as shown by the subjoined extrect 
from a letter, last September, from an American gen- 
tleman : Having recently arriyed in England, aud not 
knowing the present wheresbouts of a sister, I ad- 
dressed a letter to her late residence thus: 

* Upper Norwood, 
Or elsewhere.’ 

I recetved a reply, in ordinary course of mail, enying 
ithad been delivered to ber on the topof a stage- 
coach in Wales. I rentur@to say that no other country 
can show the parallel, or would take the trouble at any 
price,” 4 

The most interesting features connected with 
the working of the Postal Telegraph during the 
year is the fact that it has popularized the tele- 
graph, and that people now receive and send 
messages on occasions which in former days 
would not have been deemed worthy of any such 
outlay. The Parliamentary elections, agricul- 
tural shows, strikes, boat-races, military ro- 
views, etc., also are made especial features of 
telegraphing. The labor question is incident- 
ally touched upon, and on this question the 
authority of a man at the head of such an army 
of workers should have special weight. He 
Bays: 

Where large numbers of persons are employed with 
full work and fair supervision, the admixture of the

As a business institution, the British Post 
Office is royally remunerative.. The gross reve- 
nue of the Post Office for 1871 amounted to 
£4,880,000, leaving a net revenue of more than 
£1,250,000, or $6,250,000, a profit of 25 per cent, 
whieh would be considered satisfactory in most 
any branch of mercantile business. 


HOMER VINDICATED. 

The researches of Dr. Henry Schliemann, the 
German savant, in Asia Minor, already promise 
to establish a great historical fact and, to confirm 
the truth of the grand Homeric poem. Travel- 
lers and archwologists for years have disputed 
over the location of Troy, and of late years it 
hag, oe to be very generally accepted that 
Troy ig a myth, existing only in the imagination 
of le poet, and that the heroes of the Trojan 
war, who for ten years defied the united arms of 
all Greece, were but pictures drawn by the fancy 
of the wandering bard, as be travelled from city 
to city. There have been those, however, who 
bave been unwilling to surrender to the Trojan 
iconoclasts, and have clung tenaciously to the 
heroes and heroines § who love, 
and plot, and fight in the Homer- 
10 page. If they have not believed that 
the fair, frail Helen was so unkind to her royal 
spouse, Menelaus, as to defend her conduct with 
the gay young Paris by laying down the duties 
of “Un mari sage” after the Offenbachian ver- 
sion, still they have been loth to give up the 
story that the Spartan beauty eloped with Paris, 
and hence 
Achilles wrath, to Greece the direful spring 

Of woes unnumbered. 


To Dr. Schlieman belongs the credit of having 
rescued from the realms of fiction not only 
Helen and Paris, but Achilles, the great Thessa- 
lian Captain Agamemnon, commander of the 
Greeks; the venerable Priam ; Hector, the bold 
warrior ; and Andromache, the mournful maiden, 
who from Priam’s tower saw the champion of 
Ilion go “before the wrathful Achilles. 
We can n believe with some de- 


banding together of the Argives, the Neleids, 
the Bœotians 7bessalians, to revenge the 
iswult to the King of Sparta; the tedious ten 
years’ siege; the furious quarrel between 
Achilles and Agamemnon, by which the Greeks 
were driven back to the sea; the reconciliation 
of the two chieftains ; the episode of the wooden 
horse, which has pointed so many morals for sus- 
picious persons; and the final victory, sacking, 
and destruction of the city, which form the staple 
of the Post Homerica; and the Cyclic poems, from. 
which Virgil in turn borrowed hia hero Eneas, 


has invested the entire Homeric story with an 
sir of probability by the discovery of the site of 
the ancient city, in the plain between 
the Sirois and the Scamander, where 
the tides of battle raged so furiously 
year efter year, The geographical clearness of 
mann first satisfied himself that the plateau at 
the bend of the Scamander near the village of | 
Brunabashi, which has usually been accepted as 
the sight of the Pergamus of Priam, could not 
be the losality, and then turned his atteniion to 
& plateau, several miles north of Bronabashi, 
which was admirably adapted for the site of 2 


and discovered some rich remains of architecture 
and pottery, which convinced him that be was 
on the right track. Heat once made elaborate 
preparations for excavating, and hie labor 
during 1871 and 1872 have been crowned with re- 
markable success. His cuttings have revealed 
to him rains of different ages in regular strata. 
Those of historic times be found about seven 
feet below the,surface. At the depth of fifteen 
feet, he found calcined ruins, showing thst, for 
many years preceding the historic ere, wooden | 
houses were used. At a depth of fourteen to 
twenty-four feet, came upon stone imple- 
ments and te of pottery, ths Bous 
being made of small stones joined together with 
clay, showing that the inhabitants were Aryans. 
His later operations, conducted in June last, 
which form the staple of an exceedingly inter- 


* 


wespons of copper. Below this stratum, he un- 
earthed huge blocks of stone. Working his 
way slowly through the ru he came upon 
@ magnificent bas-relief, representing Apollo, 
with an inscription of the time of the Roman 
Emperor, Antoninus Pius. Still deeper, he 
found a wall seven feet in thickness and ten in 
height, built of large stones joined with clay, 
which he thinks is either the substructure of 
some Trojan temple or the wall of circumvalla- 
tion, which Homer saya was thrown up by Nep- 
tune and Apollo. Continuing his researches, 
he at last came upon a colossal stractyre of solid 
masonry, forty feet in thickness and twenty feet 
in height, built upon the primitive rock, 


walls of Troy, and possibly that from which An- 
dromache saw the death of Hector. It is so dif- 
ferent in character and structure from anything 
in the ruins above it, that there can be no doubt 
it belongs to the age of tradition, Among these 
rums he found several live toada, whom e Doc- 
tor believes to be contemporaries of Helen and 
Andromache, and whom he regarded with pro- 
found interest on that account. Doubtless, the 
good Doctor implored them to tell him something 
about that ten years’ siege, which they had wit- 


man compared with these old venerable old croak- 
ers of mythology, who hopped about in the gar- 
dens of Helen 3,000 years ago! In the rubbish 
immediately above the ancient city, he found 
pottery of many varieties and great beauty, close- 
Ay Tesembling the Btrescas copper 
nails, lampe, and urns, the workmanship 
of whieh indicates a people of higher civilization 
than the races which successively built over the 
site of Troy, An emblem resembling the cross, 
with the ends crotcheted at right angles with 


tery, and also the sun, both of which are well- 
known emblems of the Aryan race. The ruins 
found in the various strata would seem to indi- 
cate that the race following the ancient Trojans 
was Aryan, in a high state of civilization. Then 
followed numerous each being less 


ess, perhaps, a systematic excavation of the 
plateau above Burnabashi, vigorously prosecuted 
by some of the European Governments, should 
lead to the disentombment of some old stone 
witnesses, by which the men who held kingly 
rule in this district at the time of Saul and Da- 
vid may yot speak an intelligent word to the 
nineteenth century, as strange things, and no 
Jess hopeless, certainly have occurred.” Tho 
suggestion made in the Uncyclopedia has been 
followed sooner than any one expected. The 
plateau above Burnabashi ” has been excavated 
by the enterprise and from the private fortunes 
of one man, and the stone wil- 
nesses aro iready telling their 
quent story to the men of the 
nineteenth century. Dr. Schliemann has de- 
voted much time and money in making these 
excavations, and now appeals for help. He de- 
serves that help. He has discovered the great 
City of Troy just where Homer located it, and 
he has found the evidences that it was destroyed 
by fire, as is stated in the Post Homeric poems, 
in addition to numerous archeological facts of 
the highest importance. His industry and skill 
should be rewarded by furnishing him liberal 
means to go on with his work.
